To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, County 
of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall, in said village of North Stratford, on Tuesday, 
the eleventh day of March, 1952, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the en- 
suing year. 

ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the 
ensuing year, or to see if the town will vote to peti- 
tion the State Tax Commission to have an audit 
made by the Division of Municipal Accounting, and 
to make an appropriation to cover the cost of such 
an audit. 

ARTICLE 38. To elect a treasurer for the en- 
suing year. 

ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for 
three years, and all other town officers. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to 
continue the services of the Public Health Nurse, 
and raise money for same. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to 
appropriate $50.000 toward Blister Rust Control. 
This amount to be set aside for future use. 

ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise for highways, bridges and 
town maintenance. 

ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise for the following: Libraries; 
Memorial Day; Skating Rinks; Sewers, Street 
Lighting; Cemeteries; Retirement of Bonds; Long 
Term Notes; Interest; Insurance; Personal Bonds 
and any other money for the town. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the voters will au- 
thorize the selectmen and town treasurer to borrow 
a sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate 
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$15,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of taxes 
for the current municipal year, and to issue in the 
name, and on the credit of the town, negotiable 
notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during the 
current municipal year, from taxes collected within 
the current municipal year. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to advertise for sealed bids 
on any property acquired by the town through tax 
collector’s deeds, with the right to accept or reject 
all bids. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $87.12 to the 
White Mountains Region Association, being 10c per 
$1000. of assessed valuation (1|100th of 1 per cent) 
for the purpose of issuing and distributing printed 
matter and advertising and otherwise publicizing 
the advantages of the town, in cooperation with the 
other 45 towns in the region. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote 
to raise money to plow three additional miles of 
road in East Stratford. 

ARTICLE 138. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 to cut the 
bushes and repair the Egan road and the Stinson 
road in East Stratford. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road starting at the so-called Rollin 
Curtis place on the Stinson road to the end of the 
road. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road starting from the Charles Mc- 
mann homestead on the McMann road to the end 
of the road. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to 
raise money to perambulate the lines between Strat- 
ford and the towns of Columbia, Odell and North- 
umberland. 

ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to 
adopt the Provisions of Chapter 171-A of Revised 
Laws, relative to playing games of Beano. 

ARTICLE 18. To hear reports of agents. 
officers and committees heretofore chosen, and pass 
any vote relative thereto.

Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and exam- 
ination of the accounts of the Town of Stratford for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, which was made by this 
Division in accordance with the vote of the Town.

SCOPE OF AUDIT. 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, North Stratford Library, Water Depart- 
ment and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets—December 31, 1950-December 

31, 1951: (Exhibit A) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1950 
and December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibit A. As in- 
dicated therein the Net Debt decreased by $9,560.54 during 
1951. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Conditions: (Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit B, with the factors 
which caused the change indicated therein. There were as 
follows:

—Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits C & D) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year end- 
ed December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibits C and D. 
As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit D), a net 
revenue surplus of $4,880.58, less a net overdraft of appro- 
priations of $1,280.84, resulted in a net budget surplus of 
$3,099.74. 

Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1951, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit 
E. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as of December 31, 
1951, is indicated in Exhibit F. 

Statement of Indebtedness: (Exhibit N) 

A statement of long term indebtedness as of December 
31, 1951, showing annual maturities of principal and annual 
interest requirements, is contained in Exhibit N. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were check- 
ed by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from statements 
obtained from depository banks. Verification of uncollected 
taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as 
indicated by the Collector’s records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Redemption From Tax Sales: 
Sale of Property Acquired by Town Through Collector’s 
Deeds: 


There appears to have been some confusion as to the 
proper designation of funds received on account of—(1) -- re- 
demption from tax sales, and—(2) -- sale of property ac- 
quired by Town through tax collector’s deeds. The distinc- 
tion between these two accounts is as follows: 

(1) Funds received between the date of tax sale and 
the time when a tax deed is taken by the town should be 
classified as “Redemption from Tax Sales.” 
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(2) When a tax deed has been taken and the property 
is subsequently sold by the town, (either to the original 
owner or any other purchaser) funds so received should be 
classified as “Sale of Town Property.” 

Transfer Fee on Motor Vehicle Permits: 

A fifty cent transfer fee should be charged by the Town 
Clerk each time a motor vehicle transfer permit is issued. 
This is in addition to the regular cost of the permit. 
Conclusion: 

The accounts of the town officials which we examined 
were found in good condition and the accounting and finan- 
cial procedure, with exceptions as herein noted, conformed to 
prescribed methods and procedure. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 19389, require that this report or a summary of its essen- 
tial features shall be published in the next annual town re- 
port. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Stratford for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford: 


I have the pleasure of submitting my first 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools in Strat- 
ford. Included in this report are financial and 
statistical data, and other information which give 
a clear and true picture of the school situation in 
the District. 

Immediately at the end of this part of the 
report there is included a grade placement chart 
showing the number of children in our schools, and 
the teacher load at each level below the Junior High. 
Many suggestions grow out of a consideration of 
such a chart but no marked change is anticipated in 
the immediate future. It is hoped that the seventh 
grade at Stratford Hollow may be brought into the 
Junior High arrangement but conveyance problems 
seem to make this impossible for the time being. 

It will be noted that there are three new teach- 
ers at the High School. Mr. Harold Larey, a grad- 
uate of Middlebury College is teaching English, Mr. 
Arthur Tuttle, a graduate of Plymouth Teachers 
College has social studies, Mr. Russell Davis, Jr., 
graduate of Bloomsburg State Teachers’ College, 
Pennsylvania is teaching science, and helping with 
msuic. All three of these young men are well train- 
ed in their subject matter and well versed in teach- 
ing procedures. Each has made a favorable start in 
his position. 

Along with the new teachers your Superintend- 
ent is new to the position, having taken the place of 
Mr. Appleton on August 16th. I found the school 
buildings clean and well kept but still in need of 
some repairs. I understand a badly needed roof 
has been put on the high school building during the 
past summer and that some of the damage to the 
walls and ceilings was because of these previous 
conditions. Now that the roof is weather tight 
renovations and redecorating can be carried on in 
the rooms. The School Board has already equipped 
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most of the rooms with modern fluorescent lights. 
These represent a marked advantage to the chil- 
dren’s eyesight and add much to their comfort and 
convenience. 

An added feature of this year’s program is the 
hot lunch. Although hot dishes have been served in 
other years I understand this is the first time that a 
duly authorized and governmental subsidized pro- 
gram has been carried on. It is sponsored by the 
School Board and the cooking is done by Mrs. How- 
land and Mrs. Beaulieu who are to be complimented 
on the fine meals that they have been preparing. 
Children help in serving the food. Some surpluscom- 
modities such as honey, peanut butter, dried eggs, 
etc. are available from the federal government and 
the same source reimburses the program 6c for each 
meal served to the children. 

The School Board has carefully considered the 
probable cost for the coming year and has prepared 
a budget in line with these considerations. This 
budget is listed on the accompanying pages and 
should be carefully examined by every citizen of the 
District, especially those with children in school. 
Although it contemplates greater expenditures than 
this current year, thanks to anticipated revenue 
from the State School Fund and tuition the neces- 
sary assessment on the District represents slightly 
less than was actually voted in the District meeting 
last March. The School Board has already met once 
with the town officers and the members and your 
Superintendent welcomes any opportunity to dis- 
cuss the financial situation in the schools. 

With sincere appreciation of the helpful inter- 
est manifested by the teachers, parents, board mem- 
bers and other citizens of Stratford, I respectfully 
submit this report. Thank you.
